security chiefs* In 16 November the conference was still in progress*, Discus- 
sions at the conference concerned controlling reactionary activity and border 
defense, increasing anti-American propaganda to support the battle lines? in 
Korea, clearing out corruption* and increasing the garrison forces and local 
militia.
